Forest Service rangers today were seeking two mysterious 
callers in connection with the 40-acre blaze last Friday in Santa 
Anita Canyon. 

Although a 16-year-old mental patient admitted starting the 
fire, the case was clouded by two separate calls before its dis¬ 
covery. Both callers refused to - 
identify themselves. 

District Ranger William Dres¬ 
ser said the first caller reported 
youngsters with matches near 
the Mt. Wilson toll road. An 
investigator sent to the scene 
found nothing. 

The second call, about an 
hour later, reported youngsters 
with matches at the scene of 
the fire in Santa Anita Canyon, 
but failed to report that the 
blaze had started. 

Investigators arrived to find 
the fire blazing over a wide 
area. 

Although Forest Service rang¬ 
ers declared themselves “rea¬ 
sonably satisfied” that the fire 
was started by the youth who 
confessed it, the investigation 
will continue until the callers 
are located. 

The boy, an inmate of a men¬ 
tal institution at El Monte, was 
found wandering aimlessly in a 
yard Saturday by S. A. Zim¬ 
merman of 421 Santa Anita, 
who brought him to the Sierra 
Madre police station. 

There the youth told police 
he had started the blaze by hit¬ 
ting two stones together in dry 
grass because “he was mad at 
everyone,” officers reported. 

He said he had slept in the 
mountains Friday night. 

The boy was taken to Juve¬ 
nile Hall in Los Angeles for 
further questioning. 

The raging fire brought 150 
men to the scene. Twenty were 
dropped by helicopter to fight 
the blaze. 

Also responding were six 
trucks from the U.S. Forest 
Service, two from the L.A. Coun¬ 
ty Fire Department and one 
from Arcadia. A Sierra Madre 
pumper stood by until the crisis 
had passed.

Gentlemen: 

I write in regard to the need 
for stop signs in Sierra Madre. 

From the council and / or 
those responsible for marking 
adequately our streets for pub¬ 
lic safety, I would invite an 
immediate and serious survey through 
of all the intersections of our 
city. I believe it is urgently 
needed. 

I believe such a study would 
point up these facts. 

Many dangerous intersec¬ 
tions and corners exist. They 
exist with and without blind 
corners of many sorts (trees, 
buildings, fences, hedges, vines, 
parked cars, and various com¬ 
binations of same). They exist 
(1) because of the nature of the 
traffic involved: (2) because of 
the hillside terrain of our city; 

(3) because of the confusion 
of right of ways and confusion 
of proper speed limits at these station. ( 
sometimes blind, sometimes pressive i 
partially blind, spots; (4) be- on Mich 
cause the city and surrounding the sun 
areas have growm, busy-wise, beauty 
and the east-west streets of the grown a 
city have become through 
streets between upper and low¬ 
er Hastings Ranch and the de¬ 
veloped areas of northwest Ar¬ 
cadia and eastern Sierra Madre. 

Dangerous intersections and 
corners will continue to exist 
in our city, with or without 
blinding or partially blinding 
hindrances removed to the pre¬ 
scribed 100 ft., until the traf¬ 
fic both ways is stopped with 
stop signs. 

Some of the dangerous inter¬ 
sections I know: Highland-Sun- 
nyside; A u b u r n - Grandview; 

Grandview Canon; Hermosa- 
Montecito; Lima-Montecito; 
Mariposa-Sunnyside. 

Traffic has increased. The 
streets have been improved, 
bumps removed, and traffic is 
faster. There is more through 
traffic. The nature of the down¬ 
hill north-south streets, plus 
the east-west through streets, 
create the feeling in drivers 
that the street they are driving 
is THE through street, result¬ 
ing in distorted right of way 
feeling. 

Even for those of us who live 
on these fast streets, it is bely¬ 
ing. We nevertheless know that 
many of our intersections are 
dangerous, and we generally 
stop. Even so, there are days 
that we are not as aware, more 
in a hurry, and we don’t stop. 

Sierra Madre is a tree-y, 
b u s h - y, vine-y, home-street 
city. Such charm is part of the 
reason we are all here. We like 
our homes and their surround¬ 
ings. Would we vote to whack 
down all the thousands of feet 
of greenery, stone and wood 
that create the blind and semi¬ 
blind corners? Is that the an¬ 
swer? I cannot believe it is. 

It seems remarkable to me 
that citizens have to appeal for 
such obvious safety precau¬ 
tions as stop signs. It seems 
even more remarkable that at 
least two such appeals (at Sun- 
nyside-Highland, at Grandview- 
Canon) have been turned down 
because the count of cars using 
the intersections was not suf¬ 
ficient to merit the signs. It 
takes only one car and one pe¬ 
destrian, only two cars going 
in bisecting directions, to pro¬ 
duce tragedy. 

I would like to suggest again 
an immediate survey of the 
safety situation of Sierra Ma- 
dre’s corners and intersections. 

I would even suggest that two 
council members (or appointed 
citizens) and two police officers 
together test the various cross¬ 
ings, in two cars. I believe they 
would find numerous stop 
signs a necessary measure for 
the protection of life and prop¬ 
erty in this city. 

The crux of the recent acci¬ 
dent at Highland-Sunnyside is 
bigger t h<a n any one fence. 

Don’t let it hang there. Do 
make us stop at our dangerous 
corners.

The heat, the humidity and 
the House have increased their 
activity in unison. Amid the re¬ 
cent flood of bills have been 
several of vital concern to 
Southern California. 

Most directly affecting the 
Southland, perhaps, was an 
amendment to the Defense Pro¬ 
duction Act which establishes 
congressional policy to “en¬ 
courage” geographic dispersal 
of industry. 

I quote "encourage” because 
it was the keyword in a con¬ 
troversy which flared in the 
house before the conference bill 
extending the Defense Produc¬ 
tion Act passed by 200 to 197— 
closest margin of the year. 

The word was put into the 
bill by a House-Senate confer¬ 
ence qommittee which had met 
to iron out differences between 
the original House version, con¬ 
taining no reference to disper¬ 
sal, and the Senate bill which 
Included the dispersal amend¬ 
ment authored by Sen. Wallace 
F. Bennet (R-Utah). 

Bennett”s amendment used 
the word "promote,” and the 
conferees watered it down to 
“encourage.” 

We of the Southern Califor¬ 
nia delegation felt the entire 
amendment should have been 
left out. So did most other Rep¬ 
resentatives from industrial 
areas. In fact the 200-197 vote 
shows roughly the division in 
the House between urban and 
rural districts. 

WHAT DOES the bill mean 
to Southern California? 

Explicitly, not much. The 
wording is still too vague. Ac- 
In fact, the lack of specifics 
may be the most dangerous 
element in the bill. It allows 
for such broad interpretation 
that a hard-nosed administra¬ 
tor could rule out contracts to 
any area he chose—using lack 
of dispersal as the basis for 
such a ruling. But this is un¬ 
likely. 

The administration always 
has had the power to award 
defense contracts to the com¬ 
pany that can do the best job 
a t the best price, consistent 
with the general economy and 
the national defense. 

ARTHUR S. FLEMING, direc¬ 
tor of the Office of Defense 
Mobilization, has adhered to 
such a policy for some time. 
Tying Congress to such a policy 
merely adds stature to a prin¬ 
ciple already in effect 

Practically speaking, I do not 
foresee any sudden changes. 
The administration would have 
a hard time proving that 
Southern California's industries 
are not already well dispersed. 

The aircraft industry, for ex¬ 
ample, is spread over an area 
315 miles long and 60 miles 
wide—far broader than the dis¬ 
tances linking the so--called 
“dispersed”’ Eastern and Great 
Lakes industrial heartlands.

court, or a professional unit, 
with a dense and effective 
screen of trees and shrubs 
against dust, noise, and any 
potential traffic hazard along 
Michillinda Blvd.

Around and About 

With 

Edward Lloyd Voorhees 


(In earlier reports, Mr. Voorhees described his visits to 
Naples, Genoa and Turin. Here he continues his account of 
a recent European tour.) 

Florence the Beautiful being 
an uncomfortably humid and 
“close” city in summer, as I 
found it on my two previous 
visits, I had looked forward to 
my winter visit with pleasure. 

Arriving there from Turin the 
first week in February, 1956, 
during Italy’s “worst winter in 
50 years,” with the daily news¬ 
papers filled with photos of 
snowbound towns from Lom- 
bady to the south tip of Sicity, 

I taxied through the icy streets 
of Florence to the hotel I had 
chosen from the list I had 
picked up at the Italian “ENIT” 
office in New York. 

My “blind date” proved a 
good one—the hotel was small, 
new, clean, with alert and cor¬ 
dial management. Though my 
room was only ten by eight, it 
was perfectly appointed, warm 
and quiet. X at once affection¬ 
ately dubbed it “the hat box”; 
it was that cozy! 

On my way south from the 
Alpine regions of Turin I had 
vaguely believed that the tem¬ 
perature would moderate. How¬ 
ever, I had failed to reckon with 
the Appenines, that high and 
snowy spine of Italy, with its 
prevailing and continually icy, 
stabbing northwest wind. From 
then on, for the next five weeks, 

I was to find that every activ¬ 
ity, every pleasure, whether 
mental, esthetic, or physical, 
would be conditioned by that 
piercing mountain wind, with 
subnormal temperature out¬ 
doors and in—with the excep¬ 
tion of my little “hat box,” to 
which it was always a comfort 
to return. 

Fuel in Italy is very costly. 


because both coal and oil must 
be imported. From Florence on, 
the maximum temperature in 
my hotel rooms would be from 
62 degrees F., and on down to 
48 degrees, by my traveling 
American thermometer. 

I pitied the poorer natives, 
much worse off, with no heat 
at home other than a part-time 
basin or tin can of smouldering 
charcoal, and no heat at all in 
the shops. 

Ail the clerks were loaded 
with extra clothing and rub¬ 
bing their hands, like those in 
Dickens’ London winter scenes. 

The next morning at the lit¬ 
tle coffee shop where I went for 
breakfast near my hotel, I saw 
two working girls enter, one of 
them with a red rubber hot 
water bottle like a muff in re¬ 
verse. 

With this the two alternately 
warmed their hands, and also 
loaned it briefly to the woman 
cashier, who seemed to be slow¬ 
ly congealing on her chair be¬ 
hind the busy cash register. 
The only other evidence of heat 
was the small puff of steam 
from the faucet of the “cafe 
espresso” coffee machine, about 
two ounces of whose steaming 
black product, with or without 
a single "biscuit” or tiny roll, 
is the breakfast of millions of 
Italy’s "white - collar” workers 
and men in overalls. 

For this they pay, with tip, 
about 15 cents (our money). 
The cheapest coffee in Italy is 
said to cost over $2 a pound, 
but I did not check this.

Honorable work, a pleasant 
environment and even Italian 
lessons are some of the estab¬ 
lishment's features. 

Lucky Luciano, the ex-gang¬ 
ster who now works in an un¬ 
exciting medical-supplies firm 
of Naples, is lending financial 
support and know-how to the 
plan. Joe Adonis, another but 
more recent celebrity who 
reached Italy through persua¬ 
sion of the U. S. Immigration 
Department, said he will do¬ 
nate money for the gardening 
equipment and two pool tables. 

During recent years, many 
petty gangsters have been 
forcefully returned to Italy. The 
notorious deportees usually 
have enough money with which 


to live in ease for the rest of 
their lives. It is the “unsuccess¬ 
ful” gangster, the one who 
walks ashore in Naples or Ge¬ 
nova with very little money 
and sometimes speaking no 
Italian, that Father Blandino 
della Croce wishes to help. 

"With all those boys together 
in one house,” Lucky Luciano 
said in a recent Italian radio 
interview, “Father Blandino 
shouldn’t expect things perfect 
at first.” i 

Later or he added: “It’s a 
great idea. Just what the boys 
need. A piece of the States they 
can go to.” 

Father Blandino does not 
frown on billiard tables, but 
cards and gambling will be dis¬ 
couraged. The men will work 
at making odd things and from 
this it is hoped the establish¬ 
ment can support itself. 

A juke box will be installed 
and a Coca-Cola machine has 
been promised. 

“We want it to be like home,”'
